Senator Tydings Sponsors Resolu- 
tion on Antarctic Findings of 
Expedition.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Presi- 
dent Hoover would be authorized 
to claim for the United States, 
lands in the Antarctic discovered 
by Americans, including Rear Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd, under a 
resolution introduced today by 
Senator Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land. 

Offering the resolution, Senator 
Tydings said its purpose was to se- 
cure for this country what Admiral 
Byrd's work has brought about. 

He contended Great Britain had 
claimed two areas in the vicinity 
of the South Pole that had been 
discovered by Nathaniel B. Palmer 
and Charles Wilkes, American 
naval officers, in 1820 and 1840, 
respectively, and said it was time 
the American Government took 
some “aggressive steps’’ in the mat- 
ter.

Kingsford-Smith Asserts He gave 
Irish Free State Head's Letter 
to Someone in New York.

GETS FOUR YEARS 


Marvin E. Phillips, Ex- 
Cashier, Finally Pleads 
Guilty After Unexpected- 
ly Refusing to Do So. 


| SENTENCE PASSED 


BY U. S. JUDGE DAVIS 


Defaulter Had Admitted 
Falsifying Records. and 
Taking Funds Which He 
Lost Gambling. 


Marvin E. Phillips, former assist- 
ant cashier of the Séruggs-Vander- 
voort-Barney Bank, was ‘sentenced 
to four years in the Federal Re- 
form School at Chillicothe, O., by 
Federal Judge Davis this afternoon 
when he pleaded guilty under an 


indictment which charged the em- 
bezzlement of $18,100 and falsify- 
ing records. 

During the morning Phillips had 
entered an unexpected plea of not 
guilty but later changed his mind 
again and substituted the guilty 
plea, Judge Davis withheld sen- 
tence until C. J. Prince, vice presi- 
dent of the bank, had been. sum- 
rffoned for a conference in the 
Judge’s chambers. 

After about 15 minutes, Judge 
Davis returned to the bench and 
pronounced sentence without com- 
ment. He declined to discuss the 
nature of the conversation with the 
banker. 

Phillips, who has been in jail, 
was indicted last week on two 
counts of embezzlement and two 
counts of falsifying records. When 
he appeared in court this morning, 
Assistant District Attorney How- 
ard Williams dismissed the charges 
of falsifying records under the im- 
pression that Phillips intended to 
plead guilty of embezzlement. 

Williams, greatly surprised, re- 
ceived the Court’s permission to re- 
instate the falsification charges. 
Questioned conerning his change of 
mind, Phillips said his agtion today 
was on the advice of his attorney, 
Mrs. Mabel Hinkley. She was not 
in court. 

He was produced in court again 
at 2 p. m., by Assistant District At- 
torney Stattler who read a seven- 
page statement describing Phil- 
lips’ numerous peculations and re- 
lating that he took money in 1927 
to visit a gambling house with the 
idea that he could win enough to 
pay a personal debt. Losing the 
money, he pyramided his losses 
until he had taken a total of more 
than $30,000, when he was discov- 
ered two months ago. : 

In response to a question by the 
Court, Stattler said: “I do not 
think there are any extenuating 
circumstances in this case. This man 
is just a plain thief. This thing of 
taking other people’s money should 
be stopped.” 

Judge Questions Him. 

Judge Davis questioned Phillips 
about his age, education and ex- 
perience. Phillips said he was 26 
years old and related that he had 
attended grade school, studied 
bookkeeping at night and had 
worked as bookkeeper and teller at 
two other downtown banks before 
going to the Vandervoort Bank. His 
salary as assistant cashier, he said, 
was $36 a week. 

“T’'m not satisfied with this case,” 
the Judge said. “The bank didn’t 
lose any money, did it?” Stattler 
replied that the loss was assumed 
by an insurance company. Judge 
Davis then asked that Prince be 
summoned. 

When he confessed, Phillips re- 
marked, “I’m not the only. one 
that’s taking what doesn’t belong 
to him.” Pressed for details, he 
gave information which led to the 
arrest of Oliver D. Chalmers, 
former manager of mail and ex- 
press traffic for the Frisco Rail- 
road, who had embezzled $150,000 
by appropriating checks payable to 
the railroad and cashing them at 
Phillips’ window in the bank. 
Chalmers pleaded guilty recently 
and was pentenced to seven years 
in prison,

WASHINGTON, July 1.—Presi- 
dent Hoover has appointed Lieu- 
tenant-General Edgar Jadwin as 
Chairman of the revamped Federal 
Power Commission. Within a few 
days the President expected to 
name the other four men of the re- 
organized commission. All the 
nominations will be made in time 
to permit the Senate to act on 
them before Congress adjourns. 
Jadwin is a retired engtueer of- 
ficer who has had considerable ex- 
perience in charge of flood contro! 
work, and in surveying various 
river and harbor projects involving 
power possibilities. At present he 
is chairman of the Interoceanic 
Canal Board. 

Among others whose names are 
being considered by the President 
for places on the commission are 
members of various state utility 
commissions. The White House 
has been deluged with letters and 
telegrams urging the appointment 
of individuals, some of whom have 
been notoriously opposed to Fed- 
eral regulation of power, and oth- 
ers of whom are considered 
“friendly” to the power interests. 

It was originally anticipated that 
the President would seek the advice 
of Secretary of the Interior Wilbur 
in making his selections, but there 
is a pronounced inclination in the 
Senate to regard with suspicion 
Wilbur’s attitude on power ques- 
tions. His anxiety to allot a sub- 
stantial share of Boulder Dam 
power to private companies and his 
defense of F. E. Bonner, whose 
conduct as executive secretary of 
the old commission aroused much 
criticism, has deepened aa aoe 
opposition. 

Accordingly, it is understood that 
Mr. Hoover, before announcing his 
selections, will consult Senator 
Couzens (Rep.), Michigan, who is 
chairman of the Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, to which the 
nominations must be referred be- 
fore they are confirmed. They 
have already discussed the subject. 

As Mayor of Detroit Couzens at- 
tracted national attention by his 
successful fight for municipal own- 
ership of the street railway system. 
He is also the author of the Detroit 
system of § revocable permits, 
whereby the city retains control of 
utility rates and service by refus- 
ing to grant franchises. 

Couzens is the author of the bill 
now pending in the Senate provid- 
ing for Federal regulation of inter- 
state power rates. If the bill be- 
comes a law, such regulation would 
become the chief duty of the new 
Power Commission. Consequently, 
the fact that Couzens will be con- 
sulted in the selection of the mem- 
bers is a fact of much significance. 

‘The commissioners will be ap- 
pointed originally for terms rang- 
ing from one to five years, and. all 
subsequent appoirtments will be 
for five-year terms, The salary is 
$10,000 a year.

Police Detective 
Captain Joe Taylor announced to- 
day the much-hunted man was ar- 
rested last night and placed incom- 
municado in the city jail. 

Foster was booked on suspicion 
of the murder of Lingle. 

Blaney Matthews, District Attor- 
néy’s chief investigator, said Fos- 
ter had been held in an outlying 
jail during the night and brought 
into headquarters this morning. 
Two Chicago officers have been 
working under cover here two 
weeks, Matthews said, and this 
was why the authorities were wary 
about giving out information. 

“It was a big mob,” said Mat- 
thews. “We didn’t get them all, 
but every police department in the 
United States today is looking for 
the men who slipped away from 
us.” 

Others arrested besides Foster 
were listed as Marvin Apler, alias 
Hart, Frankie Fisher, George Davis 
and Herman Walters. 

Matthews said others of the gang 
apparently fled when news of the 
hunt here leaked out. 

“We have got Foster,” Capt. 
Taylor said, “and five others we 
as reason to believe have been 

plicated in major crimes in Chi- 
cago.” He intimated the posses- 
sion of other information, saying 
“at this time I cannot reveal how 
much Foster is involved in the 
Lingle killing.’’ 

A young woman, registered at 
an apartment as Mrs. Frank Bow- 
man, Chicago, continued in tech- 
nical custody. She was arrested 
last night but her identity re- 
mained a mystery. Police at first 
tentatively identified her as Fos- 
ter’s wife,

Foster, ally of “Scarface Al’ Ca- 
pone, originally purchased the re- 
volver found alongside the body of 
the reporter and is regarded as a 
key figure in the killing. The 
weapon was sold to him by a Chi- 
cago sporting goods and fire arms 
dealer. It was traced by etching 
in the numbers which had been 
filed off. Foster and his compan- 
ions are thought to have fled Chi- 
cago after Lingle was shot down in 
a Loop pedestrian subway three 
weeks ago. Detectives found their 
trail and followed them to the 
coast, where they were arrested, 
Roche said, 

One of the men particularly 
sought in connection with the mur- 
der of Lingle, walked into the arms 
of the law late yesterday. He is 
Grover Dullard. Police say he is a 
gunman, a beer peddler and 4 
“Bugs” Moran gangster. 

But what they say with special 
pertinence is that he is the man 
who trailed Lingle on the day the 
reporter was siain, and that ee

DRUG PEDDLER 
FAGING PRON AND 
WIFE KILL SELVES 


Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Co- 
bine Found in Bedroom, 
Gas Flowing From an 


_Unlighted Stove. 


Thomas Cobine, 50 years old, 
convicted narcotic seller under a 
five years’ prison sentence, and his 
wife, Anna, 45, killed themselves 
today with gas in their bedroom at 
4246 Westminster place. 

Their bodies were found at 10 a. 
m., the doors and windows having 
been sealed with adhesive tape. 
Cracks and apertures were plugged, 
and gas was flowing from an un- 
lighted stove. 

Cobine was arrested Feb. 13, aft- 
fer having sold a woman informer 
an ounce of morphine for $15. He 
was convicted June 7 by a Federal 
Court jury and was sentenced to 
Leavenworth prison. He was re- 
leased on a $6000 appeal bond. His 
wife was arrested with him, but 
was not prosecuted. Cobine served 
a six months’ jail sentence in 1918 
for the same offense. 

Writes He Was Framed. 

“We are doing this because I 
am innocent of the charge that 
was framed up against me,”’ Cobine 
wrote in a note found in the room.

of the Hunter brothers’ record en- 
durance flight depended today on 
the endurance of man’ and ma- 
terial.

(Centfal 
standard time) the question at Sky 
Harbor airport was: “Which will 
break first—the men or the 
plane?” 

The flyers then were 60% hours 
ahead of the refueling endurance 
flight record made in St. Louis last 
year. 

The 177th refueling of the City 
of Chicago was accomplished this | 
afternoon. | 

A light but steady drizzle was 
falling as the two pairs of brothers 
met the second time over the air- 
port this morning. 

The City of Chicago was indis~ 
cernible at times in the dark sky. 
Today's contact was made under a 
low ceiling. Once the contact was 
lost and had to be re-established 
under extreme diffculty of low 
visibility. Toward noon the rain 
stopped and the fog began to lift. 

Saturday may see a landing, if 
the brothers can reach an agree- 
ment, but the two down below said 
today the champions might stay 
aloft till Monday or Tuesday. 

Talk Over Radio. 

From their plane John and 
Kenneth Hunter broadcast a cheery

NEW YORK, July 1.—Major 
Maurice Campbell, until today pro- 
hibition administrator for New 
York, who resigned when ordered 
to Boston to take charge of alcc- 


hol permits under the Treasury De- 
partment in the reorganization of 
the prohibition forces which trans- 
ferred enforcement to the Depart- 
ment of Justice, has declared in fa- 
vor of repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment. : 

The declaration is parf{ of a 
statement published today in which 
he charges that his transfer re- 
sulted from refusal to grant or re- 
store brewery, whisky and alcohol 
permits which “local politicians 
and certain administration officials 
in Washington feel must be re- 
stored to secure necessary support 
for the Republican ticket in New 
York this fall.” 

Campbell succeeded Chester P. 
Mills in 1927. Mills resigned and 
subsequently told his story of his 
17 months as dry administrator, 
making then substantially the same 
charges that Campbell now makes. 
Among other things, Mills said, 
“prohibition as at present admin- 
istered, is a party spoils system.” 


@ Admonishes His Successor. 

Referring to William B. Moss, 
who has been transferred from the 
post of prohibition administrator at 
Albany, N. Y., to take charge of 
alcohol permits in New York, 
Campbell said: 

“Possibly officials in Washing- 
ton think he can be more easily 
swayed than myself. [ do not 
know. But I now publicly admonish 
him to gather together all his 
strength to withstand the on- 
slaught for I am sure he will have 
need for all the ability and courage 
he can’ command.” 

He then declared that “certain 
Treasury officials who have been 
charged with enforcement of the 


,national prohibition act, and who 


are still to remain in charge of 
kindred activities; have not been 
sincere in their efforts to enforce 
this law.’’ 

He closed his statement with his 
declaration on the futility of pro- 
hibition: 

“Finally, after many years of 
service in the Prohibition Bureau, 
after watching closely the results 
of prohibition from the inside and 
after a most thoughtful and serious 
consideration on the matter, I 
have reached the following con- 
clusion: Prohibition is not the 
logical solution for intemperance 
in our form of government, and I 
now publicly advocate the repeal 


of the eighteenth amendment be- 


fore the nation is consumed in the 
fires of its consequences. 
Assails District Attorney. 

After issuing his statement 
Campbell learned that a Federal 
grand jury had handed up a pre- 
gsentment charging laxity in the is- 
suance of permits in the office of 
prohibition administrator and ac- 
cusing him of nonfeasance (failure 
to do his duty). 

Campbell said that the present- 
ment had been incited by United 
States Attorney Charles H. Tuttle. 

“Mr. Tuttle is playing politics,”’ 
he said. “Above all things, Mr. 
Tuttle desires to be the candidate 
for Governor of this State.” 

Tuttle replied by denying that 
his office had anything to do with 
the grand jury presentment and 
said that Campbell was mistaken 
regarding his candidacy for Gov- 
ernor. 

The grand jury made its criti- 
cism in a presentment accompany- 
ing the indictment of Bishop 
Charles Mrzena of the Czecho-Slo- 
vakian Orthodox Catholic Church 
and 18 others on charges of con- 
spiracy in connection with with- 
-drawals of sacramental wine.

PINE LAWN YOUTH 
PLUNGES TO DEATH 
PARACHUTE FAILS 


Omar C. Kollmorgen, 19, 
Crashes Through Roof 
Into Basement of House 
at Owensville, Mo. 


Omar C. Kollmorgen, 19 years 


old, professional parachute jump- 
er, 4107, Cedar Wood avenue, Pine 


Lawn, was killed in an exhibition 
jump at Owensville, Mo.. Sunday, 
when the rope connecting his har- 
ness with the shroud lines snapped, 
and sent him hurtling down 2800 
feet. His body crashed through 
the roof of a bungalow, the ceiling 
and floor of the parlor and into 
the basement. 

Kollmorgen was the son of the 
Rev. Adolph A. Kollmorgen, pas- 
tor of Bethesda Evangelical Lu- 
theran Church, Pine Lawn. He 
made his first jump at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field last spring. 
Kollmorgen’'s parachute opened 
shortly after he left the plane, 
Linius Schaefer, Park avenue and 
Monroe street, Belleville, pilot, 
said today, but the * mishap  oc- 
curred immediately after. 

’Chute Lashed to Plane. 

“He was using an exhibition type 
of ‘’chute,” Schaefer said. “The 
pack was not attached to his body, 
but lashed to the undercarriage of 
the plane. With this kind of 'chute, 
the jumper climbs out to the un- 
dercarriage, hooks his belt to the 
‘chute, and when he drops, the pull 
of the body opens the ’chute. There 
is no ripcord to pull. 

“Kollmorgen was slow about his 
jump Sunday, slower than on his 
seven previous jumps with me. He 
told someone before we went up, 
‘I wish this durned jump was over.’ 
I climbed up to our usual 3800 feet 
and waited for his signal, on which 
I was to dip a bit and he was to 
let go. We lost altitude until we 
were at 2800; then he gave the sig- 
nal and jumped. I saw the ‘chute 
open, then the main rope broke.” 

Paid for Individual Jumps, 
Schaefer, chief pilot for the St. 
James Aircraft Co. at St. James 
(Mo.) airport, 30 miles south of 
Owensville, said Kollmorgen owned 
his own parachute and took pains 
ao pack it properly. He was not 
regularly employed at St. James 
Field, Schaefer said, but was paid 
for individual jumps. Kollmorgen 
told him, he said, he had had 
from 20 to 30 hours’ flying expe- 
rience at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
and was trying to earn money to 
continue the course. At St. James, 
Schaefer said, Kollmorgen gave 
the impression he was 23 years 
old, instead of 19. 

A Coroner’s verdict of accident 
was returned at Owensville last 
night. Funeral services will be 
held in the Rev. Mr. Kollmorgen's 
church tomorrow at 9 a. m,

Senator Cusine Revised 
Bill, Says President 


Launches New Policy on 
World War Veterans.

WASHINGTON, July . 1.—The 
Senate today increased the disabil- 
ity pension rates for: World War 
veterans from the maximum of -$40 
@ month provided by the House bill 
tc a $60 maximum as allowed Span- 
ish War Veterans. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.-——Re- 
sponsibility for embarking the na- 
tion on a policy of pensions for 
World War veterans was ascribed 
to President Hoover today by Sen- 
ator La Follette (Rep). Wisconsin. 
Opposing the revised bill to aid 
those who served in the World 
War, La Follette told the Senate it 
was the Chief Executive and not 
Congress who had ‘taken a plunge” 
on the question. 

The Wisconsin Senator. recited 
the history of the various veterar:s’ 
relief bills, including the one just 
vetoed, and said Mr. Hoover first 
was opposed to the pension fys- 
tem. 

Yet in the closing hours of the 
Congress, he added, that very plan 
was brought in with administration 
approval. He said it was accom- 
panied by an ultimatum from the 
President that “‘you must accept 
the pensions plan or be in a situa- 
tion where you cannot bring relief 
to the veterans.” 

For Liberalized Compensation. 

The pension plan was not re- 
quested by any veterans’ organiza- 
tion of a substantial character, La 
Follette said, adding students of 
the problem were agreed that the 
“liberalized compensation plan for 
service-connected disabilities’ was 
more acceptable and would defer 
general pension legislation for 
years to come. 

“The pension plan is the Hoover 
plan of relief,” he asserted. "— 
make no criticism of the President 
for his veto, but when he forces 
Congress to adopt another plan 
then I say the judgment as to what 
the rates should be rests squarely 
on the shoulders of Congress.” 

He denounced the $12 to $40 
range of rates in the pending bill 
as inadequate. 

*LaFollette asserted “this talk of 
a deficit in the Treasury is just 80 
much poppycock.” He said Secre- 
tary Mellon jad a record of “al- 
most 100 per ceht errors” in esti- 
mating Treasury deficits. 
“Time after time, though, Mfr. 
Mellon has been successful in re- 
ducing taxes on great wealth,” La- 
Follette continued. ‘“‘He is the lead- 
er in the .movement to destroy the 
inheritance tax.”’ 

La Follette and Senator Cutting 
(Rep.), New Mexico, blocked ef- 
forts to get a limitation of debate 
looking to a vote by nightfall, The 
Wisconsin Senator complained that 
absent Senators were unable to ob- 
tain pairs for their vote. 

Senator McNary of Oregon, the 
assistant Republican leader, who 
sought the agreemep* to limit de- 
bate, pleaded that important legis- 
lation should not be held up be- 
cause of the absence of two or 
three members and their inability 
to be paired, but La Follette stood 
firm. 

The House bill provides the fol- 
lowing monthly pension rates: 25 
per cent disability, $12; 60 per 
cent, $18; 75 per cent, $24; total 
disability, $40. Rates under the 
Democratic amendment follow: 10 
per cent disability, $10; 25 per 
cent, $20; 50 per cent, $35; 75 per 
cent, $50; total and permanent dis- 
ability, $60. 

The amendment was sponsored 
by Senators Walsh of Masachu- 
setts, and Connally of Texas. Tt 
would make the maximum pension 
equal to that of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War veterans bill recently en- 
acted over the veto of President 
Hoover. 

Going to Conference. 

If the amendment is adopted 
leaders of the House are prepared 
to send the measure to conference. 
The Senate took up the legislation 
yesterday, with Senator Watson of 
Indiana, the majority leader, urg- 


chusetts and Connally led the fight 
for the Democratic figures and 
were opposed in debate by Reed of 
Pennsylvania and Fess of Ohio, Re- 
publicans. 

Reed, who offered a substitute 
for the Johnson-Rankin bill, which 
was vetoed by President Hoover, 
urged the passage of the House bill.

ADMIRAL BEATIY. 
ACKS LONDON 
NAVAL TREATY 


Tells Lords That England 
Was Only Nation That 
Made Any Reduction of 
Its See. Strength. 


By the Associated Press, 
LONDON, July 1.—Earl Beatty, 


Admiral of the Fleet, attacked the 
London naval treaty vigorously in 
the House of Lords today. He de- 
clared that England was the only 
nation under the treaty that made 
any disarmament or reduction of 
its sea strength. 

Admiral Beatty told the Lords 
that Britain was obliged to make 
such reduction that she was ren- 
dered impotent and incapable of 
maintaining control over the vari- 
ous parts of her farflung empire. 
‘In the United States,’’ Earl 
Beatty said, “the conference has 
had the result of increasing their 
armaments in cruisers by no less 
than 233,000 tons. 

“Japan is increasing her cruis- 
er tonnage by 10 per cent.+ France 
is not restricted in any way. She 
has built three 10,000-ton cruisers. 
She is building three more and has 
authorized another ten. 

“Italy has built two cruisers, is 
building four and has authorized 
one.” 

No Thought of U. 8S. Attack. 
Continuing, Beatty said that in 
all the calculations at the Admir- 
alty they never had _ taken the 
United States into consideration. 
“Indeed, the Admiralty were 
ordered not to do so in formulat- 
ing their requirements. It was 
recognized that if she (the United 
States) wished to build up to our 
standard she covld do so without 
causing us any anxiety whatever. 
“To provide protection against 
naval attacks on the part of the 
United States was not to form a 
part of our scheme of defense. It 
was completely eut of the ques- 
tion.’”’ 

Continuing his denunciation of 
the terms of the naval treaty, Be- 
atty said: 

“Tt is a most inexplicable thing 
that the figure of 70 cruisers until 
recently declared by the British Ad- 
miralty to be the irreducible min- 
imum for its needs, shculd have 
been reduced to 50. 

“Tf we havé to move our fleet to 
the Far East we will have to send 
a force which will leave insufficient 
ships to safeguard our trade in the 
Mediterranean and home waters 
and we will be at the mercy of any 
Power with great naval strength in 
the Mediterranean.” 

Beatty said he could not believe 
that there should be a “body of 
statesmen in this country who 
would deliberately sign away Brit- 
ain’s heritage,” or that it was “‘pos- 
sible that naval experts should give 
advice which would render the 
service to which they belonged in- 
capable of performing its duties.”’ 

Following Earl Beatty, Lord Jel- 
licoe, who commanded the British 
grand fleet in the first years of the 
war, said Beatty had offered a 
grave warning to the country and 
the empire with which he was in 
the fullest possible agreement. 

“T am anxious to know the rea- 
sons,” said Jellicoe, “which have 
induced the Admiralty and _ the 
government to cut down the num- 
ber of cruisers from 70 to 50. 

“Treaties do not of themselves 
always give security and safety.”’

intimate, that Dullard provided 
the shcrt-barreled .38-caliber re- 
volver the slayer dropped beside 
Lingle’s body as it lay in the Ili- 
nois Central subway under Michi- 
gan avenue at Randolph street.

ST. LOUIS DRUG STORES 
SELECTED FOR TESTS 


Department of Commerce 
Group Will Make Study 
‘of Retail Problem.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—St. 
Louis has been selected to serve 
-as a national Jaboratory for a 
study of the retail drug store prob- 
lems, the Commerce Department 
announced today. A survey, which 
may require a year to complete, 
will be started in October under 
the direction of the National Drug 
Store Survey Committee, com- 
posed of Government officials and 
representatives of retail druggists 
and 20 national associations whose 
products are sold through drug 
stores. The chairman of the com- 
mittee is Robert L. Lund, vice 


president of the Lambert Pharma- 
cal Co. of St. Louis. 


A similar survey made of the re- 
tail grocery problem in Louisville, 
Ky., last year was so _ successful 


thatthe Commerce Department 
felt that a study of the drug store 
trade would bring corresponding 
benefit to the country as a whole. 

Personnel and office equipment 
will be contributed by the business 
interests to supplement such Goy- 
ernment appropriations as are 
available. The survey will be di- 
vided into five general classifica- 
tions, namely retail costs, retail 
‘processes and store arrangements, 
wholesale and. manufacutring 
costs, credit conditions and causes 
of business failures, and a gen- 
eral market survey. 

Ten stores, including a chain 
store unit, will be selected as typ- 
ical distributing agencies. In ad- 
dition, one store or more recog- 
nized as high class and successful 
independent outlets will be stud- 
led as examples of good merchan- 
dising. ~ 

In the language of the confer- 
ence yesterday which decided on 
the survey, “It is proposed to find 
out a great many things about a 
few stores in one city rather than 


a few things about numerous 
stores scattered about the coun- 
try.”

These brothers have flown their 
plane, Big Ben, to more than 170 
successful refuelings, but even that 
knowledge is slight consolation 
when one sees the City of Chicago 
roaring along at 75 miles an hour, 
appear suddenly close underneath 
to be refueled. 

The first queer sensation came 
with the discovery on the ground 
that the reason the Big Ben 
doesn’t look like other cabin 
planes is because somebody has re- 
moved the right’ door. But while 
picturing what would happen if 
the plane did a 10-degree barrel- 
roll—there being no straps to hang 
onto—Albert issued the order to 
slide up front. 

Crowded Quarters. 

To do this it was necessary to

Thus It Is Hoped to Re- 
move, This Summer If 
Possible, One Cause of 
Strain Between Nations.

PARIS, J rly ‘L tk enaten 0 Bll 
France and Italy has encouraged 
the French Government to remove 
one of the causes of strain by ne- 
gotiating a treaty with Italy, this 
summer, if possible, covering Ital- 
ian claims in French Africa. 

A letter from Wickham Steed 
printed in yesterday’s London 
Times and reproduced here, in 
which the well-known editor urges 
some friendly neutral power to ad- 


vise the council of the League of 
Nations of the strained relations 
existing between France and Italy 
in accordance with Article XI of 
the league pact, has also brought 
before the French public the fact 
that the differences ‘of opinion 
with Italy are taking on world im- 
portance and that it is time to 
make a serious effort to re-estab- 
lish friendlier relations. 

According to this correspondent’s 
information Foreign Minister Bri- 
and has promised the Foreign Re- 
lations Committe of the French 
Senate +o negotiate actively through 
diploznatic channels with Italy un- 
til A calm spirit is restored. The 
question of naval parity, being the 
most difficult, will be deferred 
while Italian claims in Africa are 
discussed. The fact that Italy’s 
African claims have been under 
discussién for several years, it is 
understood, is not to be taken as 
an indication that it will take sev- 
eral years longer to settle the qucs- 
tions. 

Parliamentarians’ Stand. 

It is being urged on the French 
Government by its own parliamen- 
tarians that it would be better to 
yield to Italy on what that coun- 
try wants in Africa rather than to 
allow the strain on Franco-lItalian 
relations to continue. If it is neces- 
sary later to take a firm stand, 
parliamentarians here argue, it 
had better be taken on some more 
important ground. 

The first Italian claim revolves 
about the status of Italians resi- 
dent in the French protectorate of 
Tunis. Before the World War, 
Italians, who are numerous in 
Tunis, had the right under a con- 
vention to conserve their Italian 
nationality and children born of 
Italian parents or brought to Tunis 
by their parents before their ma- 
jority could declare themselves 
Italians upon reaching their ma- 
jority. This convention was re- 
newable every 10 years. It ex- 
pired for the last time in 1918 
and was not renewed at that time 
on the understanding between the 
Allies that after the war a treaty 
more favorable to the Italians 
would be negotiated. No such 
treaty has been negotiated. 

The Frontier of Tripoli. 

The second Italian claim is for 
rectification of the frontier of 
Tripoli so that colony shall include 
‘the desert mountain range of Tibes- 
ti. The Italians say that, one of 
their chief reasons for wishing the 
inclusion of this range within the 
boundaries of their colony is to 
defend it against marauding desert 
tribes. The explanation given by 
the French for not ceding this 
stretch of equatorial Africa is that 
it is on the main reute to Lake 
Tchad and would make a detour 
necessary in the case of eventual 
construction of a trans-Saharan 
railroad. 

It is being argued here by Lib- 
erals in Parliament, as well as by 
certain Conservative political ele- 
ments favorably. disposed. toward 
Fascist Italy, that France can af- 
ford to make Italy a gesture of 
concession on these two points and 
should do so without further delay, 
even though the gesture has the 
appearance of yielding under pres- 
sure. ;

LEVEE VALUATION 
SUIT UP TO JUDGE 
WITH JURY WANED 


Niedringhaus Interests Pre- 
fer to Accept Opinion of 


Faris on $59,477 ‘ Award |

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., July 
1.--Defense testimony was resumed 
teday in a set-back levee condem- 
nation suit in which counsel 
waived jury trial becaus. they told 
Federal Judge Faris they believed 
the defense had no right to it. 
That position in the second largest 
ot the Government suits pending in 
connection with the Southeast Mis- 
souri floodway was somewhat sur- 
prising. Attorneys for other land 
owners consumed a considerable 
portion of Federal Court’s last ses- 
sion here in arguing for the right 
of jury trial. 

The present case is that of the 
Francis Ralph Realty Co., a‘hold- 
ing concern for the 2060-acre Mis- 
sissippi County farm of Dr. and 
Mrs. Ralph E. Niedringhaus of 
St. Louis. The Viewers’ award for 
the 193 acres taken for right- 
of-way, with consequential dam- 
ages to adjacent land, was $59,- 
477. This did not include right-of- 
way for a drainage ditch, which is 
included in these proceedings, 

The defense asked that the view- 
ers’ award be affirmed but the 
Government excepted to it. Judge 
Faris remarked that he could not 
agree with defense attorney, J. L. 
London’s statement that he was 
not entitled to a jury. He re- 
peated, as he previously ruled, that 
a statute of 1888 gave clear right 
to a jury, save if it should have 
been repealed by tmplication in the 
fiood control act, the language of 
which was insufficient for repeal. 

Prefers ‘Cotrt's Discretion, 

While ncthing like this was stat- 
ed in open court, it may be noted 
that the amount involved in this 
case is considerably larger than in 
those where juries have been 
strenuously demanded. It proba- 
bly would be difficult to obtain 12 
men in this part of the State whose 
sympathies could be excited in 
terms of anything like $50,000. In 
this situation, whether or not this 
was a deciding factcr, the defense 


| Chose to put its case up to the in- 


formed discretion of the Court, 
rather than depend on speechmak- 
ing to jurymen. 

The course of the setback levee 
was described to the Court by Theo- 
dore T. Knappen, Cairo area engi- 
neer. I. T. Berthe of Charleston. 
civil engineer and advocate of ficod 
control, listened intently at the el- 
bow of defense counsel. Cross-ex- 
amination by James Finch, New 
Madrid attorney and influential] 
politician, developed into a bar- 
rage of engineering technicalities 
largely prompted by Berthe, who 
has met the Jadwin plan with vio- 
lent objection at every turn. Knap- 
pen explained the plan to build a 
setback levee thrcugh Mississippi 
and New Madrid counties approxi- 
mately five miles back of the pres- 
ent river-side levee.

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FARM BOARD ADVISES 
HOLDING OF WHEAT 


Tells Farmers to Prevent Ter- 
minal Congestion in Order 
to Raise Price. 


WASHINGTON, July 1.—The 
Federal Farm Board yesterday in- 
dorsed the move among farmers 
to hold “sufficient wheat off the 
market to prevent congestion at 
terminals with the hope it will im- 
prove prices.” | 

In a statement disapproving the 
marketing of the wheat crop di- 
rect from the thresher, the board 
said the tendency of farmers to 
keep more of the wheat at home 
was a movement in the right direc- 
tion. 

“The tendency of growers for 
the last several years has been to 
market the wheat crop direct from 
the combine or thresher,” the 
board said. “While this is a con- 
venient. way of handling wheat, it 
is our judgment that the change 
is an expensive one for the grower. 
“Somebody must provide storage 
ana other carrying charges for that 
grain from the time it is delivered 
to a local elevator until it is need- 
ed to supply the demands of con- 
sumption. The cost of this trans- 
action is far greater than the cost 
would be to the farmer if he stored 
a portion of his crop until such 
time as there was a demand for 
gg 


Congestion of Terminals. 
The rushing of a large percent- 
age of the crop to market often 
resulted, the board said, in con- 
gestion at terminals to such an 
extent that owners of private ele- 
vator space are enabled to fill 
their bins at prices substantially 
below the current market value 
at the time the wheat is shipped. 
This process, the board gaid, also 


much of the available supply of 
grain in the show windows where 
the buyers, realizing that somebody 
is paying money to carry this 
wheat every day it is there, have 
the advantage of knowing they can 
get it quickly, and too frequently, 


“None of us can tell what the 
future will bring, but in view of 
the fact the probable available 
supply the coming year is not like- 
ly to exceed the available quantity 
a year ago, we have every reason 
to hope for a better average price 
than now prevailing.” 


Stabilization Corporation Takes 
Over Wheat Piledged on Loans. 


Fv the Associated Presa 
CHICAGO, July 1.—All grain on 


which loans were made to pro- 
ducers was taken over effective 
yesterday by the Grain Stabiliza- 
tion Corporation, it was announced 
at the corporation’s office. 

George S. Milnor, the corpora- 
tion’s president, said the action was 
taken because it was the under- 
standing at the time the loans 
were made that the grain waz to 
taken over July 1, unless the mar- 
ket had reached a point where 
producers could sell to pay off the 
loans. 

Milnor declined to estimate the 
amount of wheat involved, but is- 
sued a statement in which he said: 

“The Grain Stabilization Corpor- 
ation has completed arrangemeii‘s 
with the Federal Farm Board and 
the various co-operative associa- 
tions which; have made loans from 
the board for taking over and 
handling the wheat which was 
pledged as collateral against said 
loans.” 

At the game time the Farmers’ 
National Grain Corporation an- 
nounced that an additional 2,000.- 
000 bushels of storage space has 
been acquired, including purchase 
from the Nye-Jenks Grain Co. of 
Omaha of a 600,000-bushel eleva- 
tor at Fremont, Neb. The corpor- 
ation also is taking over the Nye- 
Jenks company’s lease on the Mis- 
souri Pacific elevator at Omahe, 
with a storage capacity of 1,400,- 
000 bushels. 

A branch office of the Farmers’ 
National Grain Corporation at 
Omaha will operate the Nebraska 
properties under direction ef the 
Hal-Baker Grain Co., the corpora- 
tion’s subsidiary at Kansas City. 


RECORD FLIGHT TO CHICAGO 


Dale Jackson Makes 250 Miles in 
Hour, 20 Minutes. 
Dale Jackson, Sst. Louis endur- 
ance flyer, piloted his low-wing 
Travel-Air monoplane from Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field to Chicago in 
one hour and 20 minutes yesterday, 
a new record for the 250-mile air- 
line distance. The best previous 
time for the flight was one hour, 
26 minutes, made by a mail plane, 
aided by a strong tail wind. 
Jackson plans to pay an aerial 
visit to the Chicago endurance fily- 
ers, John and Kenneth Hunter, and 
will take part in an air show Sat- 
urday and Sunday.

CIRCUIT JUDGES TAKE 


Killoren to Preside—Green

Today was moving day for some 


of the Circuit Judges. Following 
recent assignments authorized in 
general term, Judge Green trans- 
ferred from the civil to the crimi- 
nal branch, relieving Judge Ham- 
ilton in No. 12.

Judge Rutledge returned 
to jury work, presiding in Civil Di- 
vision No. 5. 

The usual vacation season for 
courts started today, when only 


For this month, Judge Hall will 
preside at the civil courts, Judge 
Falkenhainer in the criminal 
branch and Judge Pearcey in the 
Court of Domestic Relations. There 
will be no jury trials in the ciwil 
division until Oct. 2. In the crim- 
inal branch, juries will be called 
in the summer for defendants who 
are confined in jail and who de- 
sire trials. 

At general term meeting yeSter- 
day Judge Rutledge appointed a 
committee consisting of himself as 
chairman and Judges Pearcy, 
Sprague, Hogan and Fitzsimmons 
to endeavor to devise an improve- 
ment over the present system of 
assigning cases for trial. He said 
considerable dissaisfiction evists 
over confusion and delay incident 
to the present plan, which was 
adopted 15 years ago. It will be 
the aim of the committee .to study 
systems in other jurisdictions with 
the idea of combining the best of 
each so that lawsuits will not be 
continued on account of the inabil- 
ity of the court to try them.

FIELD’ SUPERVISOR OF CENSUS 
IN ST, LOUIS TO CHECK REPORT 


Will Make Investigation of Popula- 
tion at request of Chamber of 
Commerce. 

E. K. Ellsworth, field supervisor 
of the Census Bureau, arrived here 
from Washington yesterday to 
make the check of the St. Louis 
1930 census requested by the 
Chamber of Commerce. The cham- 
ber represented to officials at 
Washington last week that the pre- 
liminary announcement of the 
city’s population as 818,252 was 
too low, in view of results of a 
iest canvass by the Chamber, and 
the report of many names of per- 
sons thought to have been skipped 
in the enumeration. 

Ellsworth undertook a test of the 
chamber’s canvass, as a guide to 
his further work. He obtained 
1928 and 1930 figures on the reg- 
istration of voters from the Elec- 
tion Board and was inclined to 
think these showed the city was 
not as large as the chamber thinks. 
The 1928 registration was of record 
size beause of the interest in the 
last presidential campaign and the 
figures fell off this year as usual in 


a year of less important elections.

AND WINS MANY i=: 
CLOSE DECISIONS =

One of the bright features of the 
otherwise dull days which imme- 
diately precede the close of the 
race meeting: at Fairmount has 
been the riding of the plucky little 
apprentice, Henry Riley. He had 
six mounts yesterday. He won 
three races, with Nichelson, Cara- 
van and Christie Flanagan; he was 
second on Webster and he rode 
two thirds, Finland and Jack Up. 

He has twice had the honor of 
riding three winners in one after- 
noon here. Only one boy has ex- 
celled that mark, Malvern E. 
Meyers, and it is quite possible 
that Riley will make it four in one 
afternoon before the end of the 
week. 

When the boy arrived here from 
Kansas City, where he had estab- 
lished a local reputation as a rider 
of merit, he was accepted in some 
quarters as “just one of the half 
mile track sensations.” The Riv- 
erside Park at Kansas City is a 
half-mile track. But in two weeks’ 
time, part of which he spent on the 
hospital list, Riley has won 4a 
place among the leading riders at 
Fairmount and it is fully expected 
that he will continue to cut a fig- 
ure on the Chicago tracks when he 
leaves here. He weighs only 93 
pounds, is hardly more than 13 
years of age, although he claims 17 
to dodge the child labor laws, and 
he has the natural riding instincts 
that make a good jockey. 

Wins Close Decisions, 

It has been. noted in the brief 
period that Riley has been, riding 
here that he is extremely eager at 
the post, gets his horse away quick- 
ly, and exercises good judgment 
and lots of energy in the d-ive 
through the stretch. He has no 
fear of consequences when an op- 
portunity arises to shoot his horse 
through a narrow opening, al- 
though he has had to pay the pen- 
alty for his daring, as in the case 
of Bee Jay, which jammed his left 
foot against the rail so hard as to 
send him to the hospital. He can 
whip and ride at the same time, 
which is a phase of the game that 
baffles many a prospective rider. 
Close decisions almost always go to

and with the advice and consent 
of Wayne B. Wheeler.” Also that 
it has scrutinized appointments of 
district attorneys, United States 
marshals and all other officials 
having to do with prohibition en- 
forcement. 

This can mean 1 nothing else than 


that there has been a shameful 
surrender of power by elected of- 
fiicals to self-appointed, self-paid 
professional reformers. They have 
permitted these reformers to dic- 
tate the legislation that was passed 
to regulate the lives and habits of 
the people. They have permitted 
them to tamper with one of the 
most sacred institutions of the peo- 
ple’s government—the courts of 
justice.

It is a 
shame that when ‘these honored 
and hard-working men are shot 
down Federal Judges often con- 
done with the bootleggers in- 
stead of going after them.” 

But the attitude of the Anti-

Sentiment Is for Sales or 
Other Excise Levy in 
Round Table Discussion 

> at Conference.

SALT LAKE CITY, July 1.— 


Problems of State taxation, which

Governors’ conference, held a 
prominent place on today’s pro- 
gram. 

A sentiment for the ultimate dis- 
continuance of property taxes for 
the support of State Government, 
and the substitution of sales or 
other excise taxes, was developed 
from the round table discussion 
that followed an address by Gov. 
William G: Conley of West Vir- 
ginia. 

Gov. Conley’s explanation of the 
operation of the gross sales tax 
of his state was followed by a 
lively interchange among the Gov- 
ernors present. 

That the sales tax should be in 
Meu of a property tax, and not in 
addition to an ad valorem levy, 
was the position of Gov. L. G. 
Hardman of Georgia, who said a 
proposed constitutional amend- 
ment in his state would withdraw 
the ad valorem tax from its pres- 
ent level of five mills to a min- 
imum of one mill. 

Some skepticism among the Gov- 
ernors as to the probable attitude 
of Legislatures toward the propo- 
sition of abolishing the ad valor- 
em property tax for support of 


State Government was voiced by 


Gov. Theodore E. Christianson and 
was concurred in by other 
speakers. 

Gov. Arthur J. Weaver of Ne- 
braska told of a provision under 
the new constitution’ of that state, 
whereby intangible property was 
assessed at a low rate of eight 
mills. This had resulted in the ad- 
dition of some $150000,000 worth 
of intangible property to the tax 
rolls, he said, and had increased 
the State’s revenue by approx- 
imately $1,000,000. 

Gov. John H. Trumbull of Con- 
necticut, who was presiding, ex- 
plained that in his state a blanket 
amount of taxes is imposed for the 
various municipalities, and  dis- 
tributed on a percentage basis. He 
predicted that eventually the idea 
of land taxes as such will be aban- 
doned.

MOSCOW, July 1.—Speeches by 
Alexis Rykov and M. P.‘ Tomski

They pledged themselves’ to 
work in the future wholeheartedly 
with the majority of the party. 
“My mistakes,” said Rykov, who 
is president of the Union Council 
of Pepple’s Commissaries, “were 
all the more serious because of my 
official Government position and 
my status in the party. * * * I 
see now that it is possible to over- 
come our difficulties only by pur- 
suing the policies laid down by the 
Central Committee. I have always 
been and will forever remain an 
irreconcilable enemy of Trotzky- 
ism. I am now fully prepared to 
fulfill every requirement demanded 
of me by the party to correct my 
past mistakes.”

GLASS, LONGWORTH, IN SENATE,

Speaker Bows Himself Out of 
Chamber After Attack on 
House ‘Expenditures, 
WASHINGTON, July 1.—<After 
hearing the House censured in con- 
nection with its consideration of 
veterans’ relief legislation, Speaker 
Longworth’ bowed himself out of 
the Senate Chamber yesterday with 
an accompanying friendly wave of 
the hand to the critic, Senator 
Glass (Dem.), Virginia. 
Glass, ‘smiling, returned the 
greeting. with a “‘Good-by Nick,” 
and the debate came to a stand- 
still for several minutes until the 
laughter subsided. 
Glass broke into a speech by 
Senator Reed (Rep.), Pennsylvan- 
ian, who observed that the Senate 
had been much more “reckless’’ 
in appropriating public funds than 
the House, and called attention to 
remarks that the House had spent 
only 20 minutes in debate before 
passing its first veterans’ bill to

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. EFFICIENCY BOARD’S REVIVAL. 
Just why the Board of Aldermen changed its mind 
about the Efficiency Board is not quite clear; in any 
event, it acted wisely in appropriating $25,500 for 
the Board’s needs before the summer’s adjournment. 
For some weeks the Board has been languishing as 
the result of the Board’s previous action in cutting 
its appropriation from $29,739 to $3739. The effect 
was practically to. abolish a city department set up 
in the Charter and to abandon entirely the civil 
service principle in our municipal government. It 
may be true, as was charged by one Alderman at the 
time, that the Efficiency Board “functions solely as 
the mainspring of a personal political machine.” But 
it is also true, as the Bureau of Municipal Research 
pointed out, that “the abolition of the Efficiency 
Board will not solve the problem. It will serve only 
to intensify whatever evils there are in the present 
personnel administration of municipal employes.” 
Mayor Miller, with his famous dot system, shook 
public confidence in the Efficiency Board, but it is 
nevertheless better to have even a semblance of civil 
service than none at all. Besides, we doubt the legal- 
ity of an Aldermanic action which would have 
scrapped part of the city’s organic law.

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CHARITY IS FORCED TO RETRENCH. 

It is a depressing commentary on the present eco- 
nomic situation that the Provident Association, 
which receives the largest allotment from Community 
Fund collections, should in early summer be com- 
pelled to adopt a policy of refusing aid to new ap- 
plicants. Unusually large demands, due to unem- 
ployment and general depression, have compelled the 
association to expend in six months 63 per cent of 
its funds for the year. It has already borrowed 
$45,000, and must draw the line now if it is not to 
close its doors this winter. Applications for the last 
four months exceed those for the same. period in 
1929 by about 50 per cent. The organization’s rec- 
ords show an increase of 60 to 70 per cent over 
last year in persons needing help because of unem- 
ployment. 

Part of the additional demands, in the case of 
mothers and children, is caused by the city’s action 
in paring the budget sought by the Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians. Caring for cases previously ad- 
ministered by the city accounts for some $1300 a 
month of the Provident’s approximately $16,000 
monthly outlay. An emergency appropriation by the 
city to resume the part of the responsibility which 
it cast aside would lighten the burden. Otherwise 
the association’s.only hope Hes in voluntary con- 
tributions, as it is pledged to solicit no money above 
its,Community Fund allowance. ; 

Unless conditions are bettered in the next few 
months, St. Louis will face a winter of great sutf- 
fering among its needy. Other charity groups are 
feeling the same pinch which is now causing the 
Provident Association to reject new ‘applicants. If

“Intersections of highways and railways present 
an increasing hazard that can only be solved per- 
manently through separation of grades.” 
This program deserves to be studied here, for both 
city and county face serious traffic congestion at 
numerous intersections. In fact, the use of the un- 
derpass for such intersections as Grand and Lindell, 
Lindell and Kingshighway, has already been sug- 
gested. Just as public opinion universally indorses 
separation of grades at railway crossings, so we must 
eventually arrive at a similar solution for automo- 
bile traffic, which presents the same challenge to life 
and limb.

With the death of Dr. Harvey W. Wiley at the age 
of 85 there passes a man who devoted the greater 
part of his life to a cause—that of pure foods and 
drugs. Nearly 50 years he gave to the fight, as De- 
partment of Agriculture chief chemist and magazine 
writer. The battle did not end with Federal enact- 
ment of laws on the subject 23 years ago, but re- 
quired constant vigilance to assure their enforcement. 
Dr. Wiley’s last public appearance, several weeks 
ago, was to testify before a Senate Committee in this 
connection; 
“A very mountain among men, a lion among fight- 
ers”—so Dr. Wiley is described in Mark Sullivan’s 
“Our Times.” And a leonine fighter was required 
for the task he set himself, that of safeguarding the 
public from foods containing harmful adulterants, 
deleterious coloring and chemicals designed to ar- 
rest or conceal deterioration; from medicines which 
owed their soothing powers to habit-forming nar- 
cotics. Opposition in the critical days of ‘the pure 
fetta! fight was terrific. Unscrupulous manufacturers 
of foods, patent medicines and liquors were power- 
fully organized against the reform. Dr. Wiley 
mobilized public opinion in writings, addresses and 
demonstrations such as the famous “poison squad” 
experiment. To opponents of his efforts to protect 
the health and stomachs of the American people, he 
replied simply and grimly, “Tell the truth on the 
label and let the consumer judge for himself.” 
Upton Sinclair's sensational exposure of conditions 
in the meat packing industry, in his novel, “The 
Jungle,” helped to awaken the public. President 
Roosevelt was won to the cause, and plunged into 
the fight with characteristic zeal. The stirring leg- 
islative battles commenced. Finally the leadership 
of Dr. Wiley triumphed, and the act was passed.

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Passing of the 


Liberal College 


American college almost completely transformed from teaching of liberal courses to 
so-called “practical” branches; educators since 1898 have warned of trend; ideals 
of scholarship succumb to desire for technical and commercial training; authorities 
turning to high school and junior college to provide last refuge of cultural fields. 


FORMER Harvard professor of philos- 
A ophy expresses the fear that certain 

tendencies in our educational system 
will, if unchecked, destroy that unique 
feature of American education-—the four- 
year liberal college. It is to be regretted 
that the professor’s warning comes too late. 
Unmistakable evidence indicates that what 
was formerly the liberal college has every- 
where either entirely disappeared or is fast 
disappearing. The disintegration, it is true, 
has been gradual, often imperceptible; yet 
the decline has roots that reach far into 
the past. 

Half a century ago, a number of Amer- 
ican educators began to ridicule the olda- 
fashioned classical course, to which the lib- 
eral college from time immemorial has 
been committed, as unsuitable to our time 
and country. These critics pointed out 
that there was not enough science in the 
curriculum and insisted that the education 
received in this type of institution was 
narrow and impractical. As a result a 
movement was started to reform the col- 
lege, this reformation usually taking the 
shape of a revamped curriculum in which 
a large place was devoted to the sciences 
and to what were ambitiously termed the 
newer humanities, history, economics, po- 
litical science and sociology. 

Despite changes so radical, many colleges 
for a while retained the old spirit of disci- 
pline and culture, and as an aid to these 
continued to lay emphasis on the study of 
the ancient languages, but the original 
unity and purpose of the institution had 
been broken. Practical ideals had replaced 
literary and cultural ideals. Thenceforth 
the disintegration of the liberal college was 
& mere matter of time. 

As early as 1898 Harry Thurston Peck, 
writing of these changes, could state: “By 
throwing its doors wide open to everyone 
and for every purpose, and hy losing all 
perception of its original design, its chief 
importance and its noblest influence are 
vanishing away—lost in the well-nigh uni- 
versal reign of the commonplace.” 


lege had made great advances. Alexander 
Meiklejohn, then president of Amherst, 
said: “Confusion which today threatens our 
understanding of the function of the col- 
lege is that which identifies it with the 
professional school, which declares that 
there is no genuine education which is not 
really professional, which characterizes the 
belief in a ‘liberal education,’ separate from 
and independent of vocational and profes- 
sional study, as an idle creation of fancy.” 
From 1915 to 1918 interest in liberal 
studies further gave way to interest in the 
sciences and in subjects of immediate prac- 
tical service to the individual. This period, 
like the years immediately preceding it, is 
marked by a growing movement in favor of 
the technical, the commercial and the cos- 
mopolitan high school ak opposed to the 
former type—the academic or college pre- 
paratory school, 

During this same period the remarkable 
growth of state universities offering a wide 
curriculum and including departments de- 
voted to agriculture, commerce and finance, 


pharmacy, home economics—subjects not |

ed much to the decline of liberal colleges. 

Above all, it was after the World War, 
when in a few years the attendance at sec- 
ondary and higher educational institutions 
doubled and tripled, that the collegiate 
ideals of culture and scholarship suffered 
their rudest shock. By this time Greck 
had disappeared from the courses of study 
of almost all public high schools and Latin, 
English and the humanistic branches were 
declining more than ever. 

It was at this juncture that, to supply 
deficiencies caused by lack of proper train- 
ing in high schools, the first two years of 
college definitely assumed a secondary 
character. Everywhere pre-medical, pre- 
legal and other pre-professional c®urses 
were introduced, and these began to exert 
' & powerful and derogatory influence on the 
curriculum of the liberal college. 

The actual situation of the college was 
perhaps best outlined by Dean Kelly of 
Minnesota. He found the aim of the col- 
lege of arts and sciences to be three-fold: 
(1) preparatory, supplementing the work of 
the lower schools; (2) cultural, in prepara- 
tion for a non-vocational life; (3) vocation- 
al, looking toward a career in business, o 
in the professions. ' 


That an institution having such different 
Purposes cannot be a unified institution is 
evident. That an institution which at the 
same time admits of a vocational and a 
non-vocational aim’ is not the traditional 
liberal college is also evident. And this 
opinion is confirmed by modern educators 
when, in referring to what appears .to be 
the same institution, they speak of the 
junior college and the senior college. 

Dr. Kelly believes the first two aims 
should be confined to the first two years 
of the college; that vocational and special- 
ized training should Occupy, by preference, 
the second two years. He discovers that 
great harm has resulted from the separa- 
tion of the high school from the college. 
Unity, he says, is so essential that it seems 
Ukely the junior college will grow as an 
J upward extension of the high school, thus 
bringing under one organization the entire 
period of general cultural education. 

Dr. Meikeljohn is one of the most earnest

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., July 1.— 
The twelfth annual general con- 
ference of the Unitarian Young 
People’s Religious Union was 
opened yesterday at the Isles of 
Shoals, 10 miles at sea, and will ex- 
tend through July 12. Percival 
Chubb, leader of the Ethical So- 
ciety of St. Louis made a compari- 
son between American English 
youth. He said: 

“In America we hope that every 
boy’s path may lead from the cot- 
tage to the White House. [ re- 
call in England when Graham 
Wallace, who had been interested 
by the Fabian lecturers in social- 
ism, said that he had secured a 
job to teach three boys for 100 
pounds a year. It only takes my 
mornings and the rest of the 
time I can give to the cause. 

“The English boy tends to stay 
put in a position, and the Amer- 
ican boy is always on the way to 
something. This is true in labor. 
Every laboring man wants to get 
out of his class. John Elliott, who 
had been arbitrator in a garment 
workers’ strike said, ‘It was a 
great meeting but I could not help 
sensing an undertone. I knew that 
underneath everything was the de- 
sire of the laborer to have his 


own little sweat shop.’ 


“In England is the feeling that 
God has called one once for all to 
one thing, according to the cate- 
chism: Do your duty in that state

PARIS, JULY 1. 

FFTER ordering a breakfast of 
oeuts, brioche et cafe au lait 
over the telephone in my well 
known French and receiving a 
strip of salt mackerel and a boiled 
potato I lit a shuck for the Cafe 
de la Paix. That's the place for a 
visiting yap anyway. 

If you converse in French. to « 
waiter there he sends for an in- 
terpreter. It is axiomatic that if 
you sit long enough in front of the 
Cafe de la Paix you will see some- 
one from home. That is probably 
true of any place in the world—if 
you sit long enough. ' 

However, to my mind a wicker 
chair on the Boulevard des Cap- 
ucines side of this famous restau- 
rant is the most interesting ob- 
servation point on the globe.

Theo- 
dore E. Christianson of Minnesota.

ment should be called upon to 
safeguard, direct and regulate 
commercial and industrial activi- 
ties, It has been easier to get 
action out of one Congress than 
out of 48 State Legislatures. How- 
ever much centralization may have 
been questioned legally and theor- 


etically, it has come about in re- 


sponse to popular need and with 
the approval of pubtic opinion. 
Declaring that this tendency 
must be checked, the Minnesota 
executive continued: 

“I believe it is sound political 
doctrine that every question which 
concerns one state onty, should be 


without suggestion or interference 
from the Federal Government or 
from any other state.” 

Governor Christianson also ex- 
pressed a warning against “the 
practice of offering Federal sub- 
sidies as a spur to state action.” 
He also disapproved of the “fifty- 
fifty” practice because of the bur- 
den it placed on the taxpayers. In 
10 years, Federal! subsidies have in- 
creased from less than $6,500,000a 
year to more than $110,000,000. 
For every dollar so paid out, an- 
other dollar must be raised by the 
states. If the vogue of matching 
money continues, we shall soon see 
the taxing power of the _§ states 
mortgaged in advance to support 
projects determined and controlled 
at Washington.” 

Emmerson Talks of Good Roads. 
Credit for the spirit/ of friend- 
ship and good will which he said 
pervades the nation wag ascribed 
by Gov. Louis L .Emmerson of IIl- 
inois to the development of a 
great’ system of hard-surfaced 
roads. Gov. Emmerson spoke be- 
fore the Salt Lake Rotary Club. 
“Let the nations of Europe 
spend relatively as much as our 


states in eonstruction of easily 


traveled roads, and their increased 


appreciation of each other’s prob- 
lems may save them Dillions of 
dollars that would result from an- 
other European war,” he said. 


The Illinois executive declared

life of the first importance, an) 
the success which has attended 
this effort, the enlarged under- 
standing of its vital importance, 
the new paths of organization 
which it has opened, represent an 
advance in economic thought in 
government and in service to our 
people. 

“We have hitherto regarded 
great busi depressions with 
their inevitable train of unemploy- 
ment and hardships as an inevit- 
able fever which must run ‘its 
course, and in former times if 
public works were undertaken in 
elleviation of unemployment it has 
been in the sense of semi-charity. 
This time the nation has realized 
that as a sound economic policy, 
that prudent expedition of con- 
struction could be to an important 
degree used as a balance wheel to 
maintain security of employment, 
to maintain consumption of goods, 
to thus contribute to economic 
stability and above all to relieve 
hardship. 

Six Months of Effort. 

“We have since the first of Jan- 
uary a full six months of organ- 
ized effort from which we can be- 
gin to appraise results. 

“In all previous depressions, the 
volume of public works has dimin- 
ished because the state and muni- 
cipal governments, feeling the ef- 
fects of such depression in taxes, 
in problems of finance, and in the 
general psychology of retrench- 
ment, have themselves followed the 
general trend. In the eat de- 
pressions of 1908 and 1721 we wit- 
nessed such a decrease in public 
works. Had matters followed their 
previous course, we should during 
the past six months have undoubt- 
edly seen a diminution in volume of

'we witness a large increase. 
| “The Department of Commerce 
' informs me that the totals expend- 
| ed or contracted for in new public 
| works and betterments by nation- 
| al, state and local governments, in 
| these last six months have not 
| been less than $1,700,000,000, and 
| that this exceeds even the boom 
| 


year of 1929 by over $200,000,000, 
and the organized effort to which 
| you have contributed so much in 
creation will, I am confident, go 
' still further in its accomplish- 
'ments. It takes time to plan public 
works, to legislate, to finance 
| them, to assemble materials to en- 
'ter contracts, so that the second 
half of the year promises even 
greater results—particularly is this 
| true for our Federal appropria- 
' tions, and our plans for roads, 
| buildings, ships and other Federal 
improvements are much enlarged 
| in our fiscal year beginning today. 
i Praises Business Firms. 
| “Nor should I omit reference to 
| the effort of our utilities and our 
leading business concerns to co-op- 
| erate with us in the increase of 
| construction.. They have shown 
courageous faith in the future and 
their expansion of employment 
which they have provided in con- 
struction and betterment works ex- 
ceeds even the $200,000,000 of in- 
crease over 1929 accomplished by 
the public authorities. 

“I am happy to say that this co- 
operation of efforts of all branches 
of the Government, State, local and 
Federal are still continuing. 

“We have every need for con- 
tinued serious -effort. We are pi- 
oneering a new path for the future 
which shall add to the orderly 
progress of the nation. Every dol- 
lar of work we provide now adds 
to the security of the home in this 


time of stress. It adds courage and) 


hope in time of adversity. Renewed 
resolution for even further effort 
in every state and every commun- 
ity, and in the Federal Govern- 
ment, will add faith in early recov- 
ery. The splendid endowment of 
our country of fortitude, courage, 
boundless energy and resources, 
together with unity of effort, is 
the guarantee of recuperation. To 
that unity of action your members 
have made notable contribution.”
